Nelson, Aug. 7.— Mr. J. B. Powell, 
civil engineer, late managing director 
and engineer of the London Gold Min- 
ing and Development Company, has 
been appointed engineer and director-in- 
ehief by the Great Commonwealth De- 
velopment and Mining Company to es- 
tablish a transportation overland route to 
Klondyke, starting from Edmonton, N. 
W.T. Mr. Powell starts for Edmonton 
in a few days to locate the route and sur- 
vey the line. The company contem- 
plates being in a position in the spring 
to take all kinds of freight and passen- 
gers to the new Eldorado of the North. 
Six hundred miles of this route will he 
over a beautiful prairie country and iiOO 
through the plateau or basin between 
the head waters o( the Yukon and the 
west branch of the Mackenzie rivers. 



EXCLUDING THE ALIENS. 

The EfTorts to Keep Work on the New Rail- 
way for intending Settlers. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 9, — Commissioner Mc- 
Creery is Btrictly enforcing the provis- 
ions of the alien labor laws, and in ex- 
amination of Beveral men who reached 
here lately seeking work on the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway he discovered that 
they had no intention of settling on land. 
All men presenting themselves have to 
be suitable farm hands and desirous of 
ultimately settling on land in the North- 
west, if not they are refused employment 
and will in future be deported out of the 
province. The immigration office on 
Saturday sent out fifty men to Leth- 
bridge (or work on the Crow's Nest line, 
and will send another hundred men 
early in the week by way of McLood. 



MOUNTAIN CLIMBERS. 

They Have Distinguished Themselves at 
Banff and Will Make Further Ventures. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 9. — Prof. Fay has 
been successful in reaching the summit 
of Mount Lefroy at Band'. The party 
consisted of nine people, including a 
Swiss guide and Mr. Colly, a well known 
mountain climber from England, who 
declares that Mount Lefroy is more diffi- 
cult to ascend than the Matterhorn. The 
same party will try the ascent of the 
Green mountain and Mount Assiniboine. 
The laBt has been tried over and over 
again with no success. It is about 11,500 
feet high and looks from the level to be 
almost perpendicular for 1,000 feet. 

Howard Douglas of Calgary will be- 
come superintendent of the National 
Park at Banffon September 1. 



MEXICO VERY UNEASY. 

The Fall In Silver May Make Debt Repudi- 
ation a Necessity. 

Mkxk-o, Aug. 9. — The continual fall of 
silver and the corresponding rise in ex- 
change has reached the point when this 
country is brought face to face with what 
may be a serious crisis. No sophistry 
can hide the real condition of affairs 
here. At this moment Mexican bonds 
are unaltered in London, principally ow- 
ing to the scrupulous exactness tinder 
the most distressing conditions with 
which the interest has been met. These 
debts are in gold, and their interest has 
to be met in gold, and at this rate of ex- 
change that interest is excessive, and it 
is only a matter of time, unless there is 
a favorable change in silver, when thiB 
republic will be unable to stand it. 

Repudiation has an ugly sound, but 
something very much like it under pres- 
ent circumstances must result. The

railway corporations and other foreign 
companies here have to meet a gold in- 
terest with a medium that is ever de> 
creasing in value. It does not matter, 
however great the business and the 
capacity for making money, because the 
money earned is inadequate to meet the 
obligations abroad. There is only one 
thing for them to do— increase their 
earnings over ten fold or consider that 
their foreign debt was contracted in 
silver. 

Business of all kinds is paralyzed and 
all orderB for abroad hnve been counter- 
manded. The manager of the Scotch 
thread monopoly here has advanced 
prices on thread 25 per cent., and the 
French importors of dry goods have fol- 
lowed suit. 

A prominent banker said that ho be- 
lieved exchange would go to 1C0 per 
cent, premium. He considered the out- 
look to be most serious for this country ; 
in fact he considered it too gloomy to 
speculate upon. 



A WASHINGTON ROMANCER. 

He Seeks to Excite the United States Auth- 
orities by a radish Story. 

Washington, Aug. 9. — Representative 
J. Hamilton Lewis, of the state of Wash- 
ington, has had a conference with the 
treasury officials in regard to customs 
matters on the Alaska-Canadian fron- 
tier. Mr. Lewis said that he had re- 
ceived information which he deemed 
trustworthy to the effect that the Can- 
adian Commissioner of Customs had is- 
sued a special order fixing an exorbitant 
rate of duty on everything bought by 
miners entering the Klondyke country 
by way of Alaska. According to Mr. 
Lewis' information this duty was fifteen 
cents a pound on goods of every char- 
acter. The treasury officials are inclined 
to doubt the accuracy of this report, but 
have taken means to ascertain the facts. 
If, however, it should be found to be 
true, the action of the department in 
establishing a branch custom house at 
Dyea my be reconsidered and steps 
taken to protect the rights of American 
miners in the premises. 

GERMANY FLOOD SWEPT. 

Recent Inundations the Worst in Twenty- 
Five Years— Immense Loss of Life 
and Property. 

Berlin, Aug. 9. — The cloudbursts and 
inundations which have recently devas- 
tated tho eastern parts of Germany were 
the worst since 1870. According to lo- 
cal statistics 105 persons were killed in 
Silesia alone and in Saxony the number 
of killed will not fall short of ISO. The 
financial losses foot up over 150,000,000 
marks. At Pillnitz, the counry resi- 
dence of the Queen of Saxony, the river 
Elbe rose so fast that it flooded the low- 
er floor of the royal castle, forcing the 
King and Queen to seek refuge at Dres- 
den. 



PETER'S PENCE. 



French Contributions Have Fallen Off and 
the Vatican is Becoming Uneasy. 

London, Aug. 9. — The Vatican, in- 
cluding the Pope himself, iB actively en- 
gaged in a campaign to stimulate the 
revenue from Peter's pence, which shows 
a serious decrease. The chief contributor 
to this hind has always been France, but 
the tendency of the Vatican to support 
republicanism has cooled the ardor of 
aristocratic donors ; and while the gifts 
from America have increased, they do 
no cover the French deficiency. The re- 
ceipts are steadily abating while the ex- 
penses of the Vatican are increasing. 

FORTY-sTx KILLED 

And Sixty Badly Injured in an Explosion in 
a Cartridge Factory. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Aug. 7. — A terrific 
explosion occurred yesterday at a cart- 
ridge factory at Fastchuk, on the Dan- 
ube, 139 miles northwest of Varna. 
Forty-six persons were killed and many 
otherB injured. The lives of sixty of 
the latter are despaired of. Prince Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria, on receipt of the 
news of the disaster, visited the sufferers 
from the explosion who had been taken 
to the hospital, and caused money to be 
distributed to the familien of the vic- 
tims. 

Telegraphers Troubled. 
London, Aug. 9. — The answer of the 
postmaster general, tho Duke of Norfolk, 
to the demand of the telegraphers is not 
forthcoming as expected, and if the tele- 
graph operators carry out their threats 
an almost complete stoppage of service 
is probable during this coming week. 
The delays in transmission of messages 
are already BcaudalouB. 

The Striking Engineers. 
London, Aug. 9. — The trouble in the 
engineering trade is apparently not a 
whit nearer settlement. The employers 
declare they will not permit the union 
men to return to their shops unlesB they 
undertake to work amicably with the 
non-unionists.

Three Bullets From An Anarchists' 
Revolver End The Life of Cano- 
vas del Castillo. 



The Crime Deliberately Planned And 
Foreshadowed m a French Paper 
a Week Ago. 



The Assassin Avenged The Tortures 
of Convicts— Revolution May 
Follow The Deed. 



Madrid, Aug. 9. — Senor Canovas del 
Castillo, prime minister, was assassin- 
ated yesterday afternoon by an Italian 
anarchist, whose name is believed to be 
Michele Augine Gulli, at, the baths at 
Santa Aguoda. 

Senor Canovas del Castillo and hia 
wife were present yesterday morning at 
the celebration of mass in the chapel 
attached to the baths. After the maaa 
the Premier sat reading and conversing 
with some reporters, when the assassin 
approached and fired three shots at him 
with a revolver, hitting him in the fore- 
head, chest and left ear. The wounded 
man fell to the ground crying: " Assas- 
sin! Long live Spain !" Hewascarried 
to his room and expired at 1:30 p.m., 
after extreme unction had been ad- 
ministered him by a priest of the Do- 
minican order. 

The murderer waB immediately seized 
by people in the vicinity of the Bcene of 
the crime. He was severely handled 
and might have been killed had it not 
been for the protection afforded him by 
a number of civil guards who ran to the 
scene. The prisoner, who declared he 
had killed the Premier "in accomplish- 
ment of a just vengeance," first gave 
the name of Rinaldi, and claimed that 
the deed was the outcome of an exten- 
sive anarchist conspiracy. Later, how- 
ever, the assassin confessed that his real 
name was Michael Angine Gulli, that he 
was 20 yearB of age, a native of Boggia, 
near Naples, and liad left Italy and come 
to Spain in 1890. After reach- 
ing Spain, Colli, according to his 
confession, resided in Barcelona 
and participated in the doings 
of the various anarchist associations, in 
that place and vicinity. After sojourn- 
ing in that place for" some time, Golli 
visited France and Belgium and re- 
turned to Spain in July last. After his 
return the anarchist seems to have 
completed hiB plans for the assassina- 
tion of the prime minister. He left Ma- 
drid for Santa Agueda at the same time 
as Senor Canovas del Castillo, and await- 
ed his man. 

Senora Canovas del CaBtillo, wife of 
the premier, ruBhed to his side upon 
hearing the shots and bitterly reproach- 
ed the murderer for the crime. Golli, 
replying to the agonizing words of the 
distracted wife, said : " I respect you, 
because you are an honorable lady, but 
I have done my duty, and I am now easy 
in mind for having avenged my friends 
and brothers of Montjuich." 

Montjuich is a fortress in Barcelona 
outside of which anarchists who have 
been sentenced to death for recent out- 
rages have been executed by being shot 
in the back. The anarchists recently 
executed outside of Montjuich were the 
last batch of fiends guilty of throwing 
bombs on June 7, 1S89, into a religiouB 
procession about to enter the church of 
Santa Maria de la Mar. Twelve per- 
sons were instantly killed and fifty others 
injured. For this twenty-six anarchists 
were sentenced to death and a majority 
of them executed. 

The Spanish newspapers express great 
indignation at Gulli's crime. Even 
periodicals with Republican leanings 
praise the services of the deceased states- 
man. 

London, Aug. 9. — A week ago the 
French newspaper, Courier de Lyon, pub- 
lished an interview with an Italian 
anarchist, in which it was stated that 
within a few days the world would be 
astonished by an event resembling the 
death of Carnot. 

The Spanish anarchists, Refuse and 
Barcelona, now in London, being ques- 
tioned thiB evening on the Bubject of the 
assassination of Canovas, declared the 
murder had nothing to do with them. 
Rinaldi, or Renladi, they assert, is quite 
unknown. One of them said: ''Our 
methods are constitutional." They ad- 
mitted, however, that they could not be 
expected to greatly deplore the deatli of 
a man responsible for the tortures inflic- 
ted on them ; but they reiterated the as- 
sertion that tho act was the work of a 
solitary individual, with accomplices. 

London, Aug. 9.— The assassination ot 
Senor Canovas has caused great excite- 
ment and activity among the police of 
all branches in this city. All the men 
absent on leave have been recalled and 
constant communications are going on 
between the British police headquarters 
here, Scotland Yard, and the headquar- 
tera of the Spanish police at Madrid. 

Washington, D.C., Aug. 9. — Senator 
Morgan, a member of the committee on 
foreign affairs, predicted, in an interview 
last night, that the assassination of Pre- 
mier Canovas might be the forerunner of 
complete change of government, are- 
public replacing the monarchy. Thin, 
he thought, was the present tendency, 
and yesterday's event is regarded as evi- 
dence of the disintegration of the 
Spanish government.

Ottawa, Aug. 9. — The protests 
against the government's absurd mining 
regulations which have been comins; in 
bo freely for the last few days have only 
served to stiffen Mr. Sifton's back. He 
has determined to attempt the collec- 
tion of the 10 and 20 per cent, royalty 
announced, and to reserve every eecond 
claim from entry. He ia going to do 
this, he says, by the employment of 
sufficient force to overawe the miners 
into submission. He has obtained the con- 
sent of his colleagues to sending a larger 
reinforcement of mounted police than at 
first drafted, besides two Maxim guns. 
They are now on the way to the Coast 
and will be sent into the interior at once. 
One will be placed at the customs sta- 
tion at Lake Tagish and the other sent 
on to Fort Oudahy. Major Walsh, who 
has a reputation as an Indian lighter in 
charge of the Mounted Police on the 
frontier in the early days, will be sent 
in charge. 

The Globe's Ottawa correspondence 
voices Mr. Sifton's idea tbuB: " If a body 
of miners congregated to resist the law 
or anv of ttie regulations they would 
think twice before proceeding in that 
direction if they knew that Major Walsh 
at the head of one hundred picked men, 
backed up by two Maxim guns, stood in 
their path." ,

THE SEALING COMMISSION 

Again Abont to Assemble, This Time for 
the Final Argument. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Aug. 9.— The Behring Sea 
seizures commission will be in session 
again ehortly. The commission will 
meet in the provincial assembly build- 
ing, Halifax, on August 25, and hence 
the judgeB, counsel and clerical staff will 
be making for the seaside next week. 
The United States counsel will leave De- 
troit for Halifax on the 16th. The|case 
now stands for oral argument, every- 
thing being ready for the iiual test. 
It is not known whether judgment 
will be given at the forthcoming meet- 
ing or whether the commissioners 
will adjourn for further consideration of 
the evidence and arguments adduced. 
The treaty provides that in theevei.t of 
disagreement upon any point the ser- 
vices of an umpire may be called into 
requisition. This has already been de- 
cided by the two governments, who have 
agreed that the President of the Swiss 
confederation may nominate the umpire, 
and this duty the President has agreed 
to perform. Only such points, however, 
as may not be agreed upon by the com- 
missioners will be referred to the um- 
pire, and these it is thought will be not 
numerous. 

THE WARNING UNHEEDED. 

Spanish Government Aware That the Pre- 
mier's Execution Had Been Ordered— 
The Assassin a Militant Anarchist. 

London, Aug. 9.— A Bpecial from Ma- 
drid received to-day says the Spanish 
government was aware that a meeting 
of anarchists was held early in J uly , and 
that it was ordered to murder Senor 
del Castillo before August 15 and to as- 
eaeinate Senor SagaBta before August 30. 

Barcelona, Aug. 9.— Gulli, the assas- 
sin of Senor CanovftB del Castillo, was 
known here under the name of Aehilolli. 
He formerly worked as a compositor, 
and was also known under the alias of 
Jose Santo, lie was classed as a mili- 
tant anarchist, and was an intimate 
friend of Ascheri, the perpetrator of the 
outrage in Sal de Cambecos. He fled 
from Barcelona after that outrage. 

Malaga, Aug. 0. — Old inhabitants of 
this city relate that when Canovas del 
CaBtillo was a young assistant master at 
a school here a gypsy woman told his 
fortune. She predicted that he would 
become great, and would meet with a 
violent deaih. 

Madrid, Aug. 9. — It appears this after- 
noon that Gulli, the assassin, represent- 
ed himself as a correspondent of El 
I'opulo. The prisoner cannot be tried 
under the law providing for the trial 
and punishment of anarchists, as this 
law is bo framed that a person prosecut- 
ed under its provisions must have used 
or attempted to use an explosive in the 
commission of or attempt to commit the 
crime charged against him. However, 
there is no doubt Gulli will be summarily 
tried and sentenced. The public de- 
mands the adoption of stringent meas- 
ures against anarchists and also against 
those who are in sympathy with them. 

KILLED THEMSELVES. 

A Despondent Wan Used His Revolver and 
One With No Excuse Took Gus. 

New YoitK, Aug. 9, — Wm. G. Kead, 
of the stock and bond firm of Read, Par- 
sons & Co,, killed himself by shooting 
to-day at his office in the Edison build- 
ing. Despondency, brought on by ill- 
ness, ia tuo leason assigned. 

Charles S. Newberger, aged 50, of the 
lace manufacturing firm of Ednon, Cor- 
ette it Co., committed suicide by inhal- 
ing gas through a rubber tube. He waB 
well to do and no cauBO is assigned. 

Warship for Japan. 
BmtLiN, Aug. O.-The Japanese gov- 
ernment has ordered from the \ ulcan 
works a battle? hip of 9800 tone, to cost 
13,000,000 marks. 



Gulli has confessed, that he killed 
Senor Canovas to avenge the Barcelona 
anarchists and the insurgent leader, Don 
Jose Rizal, who was executed at Manila, 
Philippine islands, December 30 last, as 
instigator of the Philippine revolution. 
Dr. Kizal denied that he was a rebel 
leader, but ho admitted that he had 
drawn up the statutes of the 
Philippine league. In Gulli's 
room the police found to-day a 
double-barreled pistol. It appears that 
when ho left the Iioubo yesterday he car- 
ried a parcel which is believed to have 
contained a bomb. The theory is that 
he hid this in the fields. A dispatch 
from Barcelona says that Gulli arrived 
there in December, 1895, coming 
from Marseilles. He was employed 
in the printing office of the Re- 
view of Social Science, managed 
by the anarchist engineer Tarrida 
Marmi, formerly imprisoned in Monte 
Jaulich fortress at Barcelona. Gulli was 
implicated in the terrible crime of the 
celebration of Corpus Christi, although 
he left Barcelona a few days before it 
occurred. He waB denounced to the 
police for complicity but he had already 
disappeared. 

Antonio Canovas del Castillo was 
born in 1830. He made his debut in 
1851, under the patronage of SonorB 
Ilios, Rosas and Pacheco, as chief editor 
of the Patria, in which he defended 
Conservative ideas. In 1851 ho was 
named deputy for Malaga, and since 
that year has never ceased tu occupy a 
seat in the Cortes. In 1850 he was 
charge d'affaires at Rome, and drew up 
the historical memorandum on the rela- 
tions of Spain with the Holy See, which 
wbic.h served as a basis for the Con- 
cordat. He was then named success- 
ively governor of Cadiz in 1855, 
director-general of the adminis- 
tration from 1858 to 1801, and lastly, 
in that same year, under-secretary of 
state for the interior. Iu 1864 the Queen 
called him into the ministry, together 
with Mon : O'Donnell chose him in 1805aB 
minister of finance and the colonies, and 
he had tho honor of drawing up the law 
for the abolition of the traffic in black 
slaves. LaBtly, a little before the revo- 
lution of 1868, he was the last to defend 
with energy in the CorteB tho Liberal 
principle when all the parties which had 
supported his doctrine had deserted the 
parliament. His greatest title to fame is 
that of having been the first— supported 
by Senors Elduayem, Bugallal aud two 
otherB— to hoist the standard of legiti- 
mate and constitutional monarchy, in 
the full constituent assembly of 186S, 
and in face of the triumphant revolution. 
His fidelity and capacity definitely ob- 
tained for him the supreme direction of 
the Alfonsist party, and on the proclama- 
tion of Alfonso XII aB king in Decem- 
ber, 1874, Senor Canovas del CaBtillo 
became president of thecouncil and chief 
of the new cabinet, and he continued to 
hold the premiership, with the exception 
of an interval of a few months, down to 
1S70, when on return of Marshal Mar- 
tinez Campos from Cuba, Senor Canovas 
del Castillo retired from the premiership 
and Marshal Campos became prime min- 
ister, accepting as his colleagues the 
principal associates of Senor Canovas. 
The skilful resistance of the latter de- 
layed and defeated the Marshal's free 
trade and emancipation projects, so that 
on the reassembling of the Cortes (De- 
cember, 1879), he was compelled to re- 
sign. Senor Canovas del Castillo then 
returned to power in the year 18S1 ; how- 
ever, his Conservative cabinet was over- 
thrown, and a coalition between Senor 
Sagasta and Marshal Martinez Campos 
came into office. Senor Canovas del 
CaBtillo is the author of numerous 
works in moral and political science, and 
a History of the House of Austria, which 
is in great repute. Theso publications 
have long since gained him admission 
into the Academy of Madrid. In 1875 
Senor Canovas del Castillo received the 
insignia of the Order of the Red Eagle 
from the Emperor of Germany, the 
Grand Cross of the Order of the Tower 
and Sword from the King of Portugal, 
and the Golden Fleece from the King of 
Spain. 

Von Bieberstein's Prospects. 
Berlin, Aug. 9. — The retiring minis- 
ter for foreign affairs, Baron Von Biober- 
stein, will be appointed ambassador at 
an important post, probably Rome, 
Washington or Constantinople, in Octo- 
ber. Baron Von Kotenham, the under 
secretary for the foreign office, will also 
receive a diplomatic appointment. 

No Tariff War. 
Berlin, Aug. 9, — The newspapers con- 
tinue to discuss the United States tariff 
and call for reprisals, but it iH learned 
from the foreign office that the govern- 
ment of Germany has no intention of 
beginning a tariff war. 

European Protests. 
London, Aug. 9. — Tho Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Times says: "The fresh 
German protest to the United States on 
the subject of the sugar duties differs 
from the former protest in being a writ- 
ten one. It is not yet known whether 
the protest represents an isolated acton 
the part of Germany, or whether it is in 
conjunction with other governments. 

Mr. White Not Returning. 

Berlin, Aug. !).— Ambassador White 
gives a positive denial of the rumors that 
he is to succeed Mr. Sherman as secre- 
tary of state. Mr. White says no over- 
tures have been made him Bince hiB ar- 
rival in Berlin. 

Sultan Has Company. 

Constantinople, Aug. 0.— Prince Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria, accompanied by the 
Bulgarian premier, M. Stoiloff, arrived 
here this morning and proceeded to the 
Vildiz palace, where the Prince will be 
the guest of tho Sultan until Wednesday

REVELSTOKE. 

The Bteamer Lytton, in command of 
Captain J. W. Troup, returned on Satur- 
day from a successful trip to Laporta, a 
distance of some forty-five miles north 
of Revelstoke on the Columbia river. 
They met with very little difficulty. 
She left Revelstoke on Thursday morn- 
ing and took some freight in the shape 
of mining machinery for the French 
Creek Mining Company. It is hoped 
that communication can be kept up with 
tho Big Bend country by boat now that 
a start has been made. The Lytton is 
the first steamer that has plied north of 
Revelstoke for the past thirty years. 

ROSS LAND. 

Ore shipments for last week were 
1,750 tons. The falling off is due to the 
shut down of the La Roi for several days 
in order to connect the new skip shaft 
with the live hundred foot level. The 
skip shaft is capable of raising five hun- 
dred tons a day and the output of the 
mine will be increased immediately. 
The shipments last week were from five 
mines. The total for the year to date is 
-).'S,143 tonB. A very large find of rich 
ore is reported to have been found in the 
Monte Cristo. 

Chester Glass haB received a Bmelter 
assay of ore from the Delaware mine on 
Gold Hill, above the Jumbo, which ran 
$124 in gold alone to the ton. The as- 
say was from several samples taken 
from the surface of the vein near the 
discovery. 

NELSON. 

For the five weeks ending July ,'iO 
3,935 tons of ore were treated by the Hall 
Mines smelter. This amount yielded 
313 tons of matte, containing 144 tons of 
c >pper, 81 ,300 ounces of silver, and 84 
ounces of gold.

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The New South "Wales Premier Says 
the Dominion Has Mocked 
the Cable Scheme. 



, Keid on The Prospects of Aus- 
tralian Federation and the 
Outlook for Trade. 



[From Sunday's Vancouver News- Advertiser.] 
AinongBt the arrivals by the Pacific 
ExpreBS yesterday afternoon were the 
Bight Hon. G. H. Keid, Premier of New 
South Wales, and the Right Hon. C. 
C. Kingston, Premier and Attorney- 
General of South Australia, who are 
now en route home, 'after attending the 
Jubilee ceremonies in England. On their 
arrival here the party proceeded to the 
Hotel Vancouver, where they will stay 
until their departure on the Australian 
Miowera this morning. 

In conversation witli a representative 
of the NewB-AdvertiBer last night, both 
premiers expressed themselves as high- 
ly pleased with their visit to Canada, 
and regretted that it could not be 
prolonged, but they were hurrying 
home to attend the adjourned conven- 
tion on the federation of the colonies, 
meeting in Sydney on September 2, and 
ol which Mr. Kingston is chairman. Dur- 
ing ttieir stay in Canada, the party spent 
a day in Montreal, half a day in Ottawa, 
where they met eeveral of the Dominion 
ministers, a day in TL'ronto, and a couple 
of days at Niagara Falls. They started 
for the Coast on Monday last, and have 
travelled straight across the continent. 
Sir William Van Home's private car, 
Saskatchewan, was placed at their dis- 
posal, and they are highly pleased with 
the courtesy and attention shown them. 
The scenery they describe as magnifi- 
cent, while the construction of the line 
they consider to be one of the greatest 
engineering feats in the world. 

Turning to matters of vital interest 
to Canada and the Australian colonies, 
the Pacific cable scheme was lirst 
touched upon. When asked the reason 
for the delay in the negotiations, Mr. 
Eeid saiii that Canada was to blame, 
as no definite proposition on her part 
had been submitted to the conference. 
New South WaleB, Queensland and 
South Australia and Ne*v Zealand have 
agreed to their share of the burden, and 
Victoria would probably join the other 
colonies as soon as terms were arranged. 
The plan, as submitted to the conference, 
was to build a cable from Vancouver 
to an island in the Pacific, and from 
there construct branch lines to New 
Zealand and Queensland, South Aus- 
tralia having already given a subsidy to 
the overland line, did not favor the 
Pacific cable, but this subsidy would 
run out in a few yearB, and she would 
then probably join the others. "But," 
continued Mr. Reid, "unless Canada 
acts promptly in the matter, the scheme 
will drop. She is the most interested of 
all in the project, and until it is seen 
that ehe is in earnest, Great Britain will 
not act. The interest in the scheme is 
becoming lukewarm on account of the 
numerous delays, and already there 
is talk of constructing a line via 
Cape Colony to Australia, there 
being at present no direct cable to the 
Cupr trom Australia. Tbis route, too, 1 
have been given to understand, though 
not officially, is favored by the Imperial 
naval and military officials, so that un- 
less Canada eIiows herself to be in 
earnest in the matter, and that at an 
early date, the project will either be 
dropped entirely or put back for a num- 
ber of yearB." 

The question of the federation of the 
Australian colonies was next mentioned, 
and Mr. Reid asked the reason for the 
delay in accomplishing the desired ob- 
ject. " At present," Mr. Reid re- 
sponded, "the chief and only serious 
difficulty — in fact, the crux of the situ- 
ation — lies in the difference that exists 
between the less populous colonies and 
the more populous colonies regarding 
the question of permitting the Senate 
in the new constitution to amend money 
bills. Under no circumstances what- 
ever will the populous colonies accede 
to the proposition of providing the 
Ppper House with such a power. The 
colonies included in the scheme of fed- 
eration number six, and of these, two 
— N T ew South Wales and Victoria — 
possess the great majority of the popu- 
lation of the Australian continent, and 
by far the greater part of the wealth. 
They will, therefore, pay the greater 
portion of tuxes under the new system. 
The number of senators elected by each 
colony will be the same, namely, eight. 
We thus will have 111.' senators from the 
less populous colonies, as compared with 
lb from tile most populous. It is not 
fair, therefore, that so large a majority 
should poeaesB euch powers of interfer- 
ence in the money affairs of the nation, 
as the less populous colonies desire. Un- 
less the latter wive way on this point fed- 
eration will he indefinitely postponed, but 
at all events a step will have been gained, 
for we will always have by us a consti- 
tution to start witli when we choose to 
commence again. If some of them ac- 
cede) to our ideas and some do not, there 
may ho a federation of three or four 
colonies, the others being left out." 

When asked where the federal capital 
would bo located, Mr. Reid said that that 
was another hindrance to the negoti- 
ations. Each colony wanted it, but as 
New South Wales was the mosi popu- 
lous, richest and most central colony, it 
would probably be conceded to her anil 
Sydney made the capital of United Aus- 
tralia. Of other difficulties, such as the 
customs duties, taxation systems and the 
like, Mr. Reid made light, saying that 
they could all ba eventually overcome. 

In speaking of his own particular 
colony, Mr. Reid stated that it wbb fast 
recovering from the commercial and 
financial depression of a few years ago. 
" There ia no denying," he said, " that 
the two recent droughts have done harm, 
but it is nothing like what we antici- 
pated. We expected to lose half our 
sheep, which would have been 25,000,- 
000; HB it ia, but 0,000,000 were lost in 
all. Another thing, the droughts are 
not so bad as they were, and the time 
will yet come when they will cease to 
trouble our land. The number of sheep 
in our colony has had a wonderful 
effect in the improvement of the land. 
The constant treading of millions of 
feet over the sandy Boil of the in- 
terior, aided by the manuring which

and form firm ground. There are places 
to be seen which 70 ye.irs ago were but 
6andy deserts, and which now show as 
good land for cultivation as any that can 
be found anywhere. Rain, too, does a 
great deal, and will in a few days cause 
grass to grow in planes where anyone un- 
used to to the country would have deem- 
ed it impossible. Our coal is at present 
being developed to a great extent. The 
shipping at the coal port of Newcastle, 
GO miles to the north of Sydney, exceeds 
that of Sydney and Melbourne combin- 
ed. The whole of the city of Sydney is 
situated over a coal bed, which will 
shortly be worked at a depth of over 
2,000 beneath the surface. Gold, too, is 
not by any means played out; there is 
plenty moro in the colony, only waiting 
to be got at." 

Trade between Australia and Canada 
was then touched upon, Mr. Reid in re- 
ply to a query stating that he had not 
yet had time to examine the new Can- 
adian tariff, to eee what ellect it would 
have on New South Wales. He pointed 
out that the exports to New 
South Wales — raw materials — were 
not required on the western 
coast to any extent, and it could 
hardly be expected that they 
could be shipped with protit 3,000 
miles by rail. The wheat that had 
been shipped to New South Wales and 
Victoria during the past six months was 
chiefly because the droughts caused 
their crops to fall short, but he thought 
that there would always be a demand 
for Manitoba wheat, because it was hard, 
while theirs was soft, though not so soft 
as Californian. In lumber and fish, 
however, there would always be business 
between the two countries. 

Mr. Reid does not believe in high 
tarifl's. He is an uncompromising free 
trader, and stated with some pride that 
trade was even freer in New South 
Wales than in Great Britain. " We 
have only five articles on our perma- 
nent dutiable list, namely, wine, spirits, 
beer, tobacco and opium. On the lirst 
four we make moat of our revenue. The 
duty on the last was simply im- 
posed for a moral purpose, to keep a 
deleterious drug out of the market as 
much as possible. With protective 
duties on various articles our revenue 
amounted to £2,250,000. It is now on 
the four articles mentioned X 1,000,000. 
It, therefore, cost us £700,000 to give us 
the system, and the deficiency I have 
made up by imposing a direct lantl and 
income tax, and by exercising a rigid 
economy on the cost of government ad- 
ministration." On the much talked of 
ideas of closer union between the 
Mother Country and her colonies, Mr. 
Reid was very outspoken. He is not a 
believer in zollvereins or any other kind 
of commercial union, nor yet in colonial 
representation at Westminster. He 
did not think that anything 
should be done to disturb the existing 
relations between Great Britain and 
her self-governing colonies. He ex- 
pressed his opinion that the present 
ties which bind the colonies and the 
mother land are stronger by reason of 
being natural than by any other which 
might seem to be imposed upon them, 
which would, he thought, be apt to 
chafe and irritate. England already 
had the bulk of the trade of the colo- 
nies, and Mr. Keid thought that if she 
tried to get the remainder by closing 
her ports, ai it were, to other nations, 
her commercial supremacy would wane 
and she would incur the bitter hostility 
of the said nations. In the defence of 
the Empire the colonies would always 
rally, and Mr. Reid mentioned the 
ease of the troops sent by Xew South 
Wales to Egypt in 1S85 as being a speci- 
men of what all the Australian colonies 
were prepared to do when the occasion 
required, unasked. Mr. Reid expressed 
hiB high gratification at his reception in 
England. He aaid he only wished while 
ho was there that the people of New 
South Wales could have been with him 
to have seen how the British people 
appreciated their kinsmen across the seu.

MINERS' FAMILIES DISTRESSED. 

Relief Committee Report a Wail From Every 
Section. 

PiTTSiiURt;, Aug. 9. — Appeals for food 
nd provisions are numerous at the 
headquarters of the miners' officials in 
this city. It appears as if there was a 
wail from every section of the district, 
and miners in person were present to 
ask that the Buffering ones be looked 
after. Secretary Warner waa kept busy 
answering the appeals. He said to-night 
that lie had Bent more than $10,000 
worth of provisions to various parts 
of the district. The appeals are now 
coming in from the families, the heads 
of which are at the various mining camps 
using their influence to keep other men 
from working. A series of meetings arc- 
to be hold over the district. It is expect- 
ed to keep up the interest in every sec- 
tion and strengthen every point where 
there ia the leaBt indication of weak- 
ness. The vigils on the mines 
of the New York & Cleveland 
Gas Coal Co. are to ho kept up 
and the vigor increased from day to day. 

Early thiB morning the miners of 
West Elizabeth made a march on the 
mines of the Elizabeth Mining Com- 
pany, formerly operated by Horner & 
Roberts. About fifty men were going to 
work. After a collision the men asked 
that they be allowed to finish 
loading a freight. They agreed to go 
out as soon aa it was loaded, which 
will take eeveral days. Officials of the 
company made an effort to get permis- 
sion from the miners' officials to con- 
tinue work on a 69 cont basis. This was 
not given, and ; t ia expected that the 
mine will be idle as soon aa the flat ia 
loaded,

TO THE FARMERS. 

AVe invite the farmers of British Col- 
umbia to give their immediate and 
most earnest consideration to the new 
conditions that have arisen by reason of 
the great discoveries of cold in the 
Yukon. Substantially everything that 
■will be needed in that, country in the 
"way of food must be imported for some 
years to come. We have pointed out 
liow that hay and the hardier grains 
and some root crops can be raised profit- 
ably as far north at least as old Fort 
Selkirk ; but it will be some time before 
anyone who goes into this northern 
country will prosecute agriculture with 
any idea of supplying the local market, 
even, for these articles. Hay will be cut 
on the natural meadows, and a little 
grain will be grown, but practically 
everything else will be taken in from the 
South. 

The consumption of produce will be 
large. Miners are generouB livers al- 
ways, and they are certain to be especi- 
ally so when they have to prepare their 
systems to withstand long and severe 
winters. They will consume great quan- 
tities of beef, mutton, pork, beans, peas, 
and other strong heat-producing foods. 
These things British Columbia can sup- 
ply, if the farmers make up their minds 
to do it. If the San Francisco papers 
can be relied on, California will make a 
strong bid to feed the Canadian Yukon; 
but with the advantage of greater pro- 
ductiveness of soil, shorter transporta- 
tion and duties, the farmers of this 
province ought to be able readily to over- 
come any opposition from that quarter. 
There iB no good reason why three- 
quarters of what the Yukon has to pay 
out for food products should not be paid 
to British Columbia farmers and cattle- 
men. The matter is in their hands. If 
1 hoy are in a position to supply the 
trade, it will naturally come here. In- 
deed, with the insufficiently supplied 
domestic markets, the growing demand 
from Kootenay and other interior points, 
and the certainty of a great call from the 
Yukon, it seems as if the prospects be- 
fore farming in British Columbia were 
exceptionally good. 



They have^sibout the same as abandoned 
the attempt to make anything specific 
Btick, and have relapsed into the parrot- 
like cry of " The Turner-Dunsmuir- 
Rithet combine," which is occasionally 
varied by tho more mellifluous expres- 
sion, " The Mongolian government." A 
disinterested outsider would hardly sus- 
pect the terrific significance of these 
expressions. Future generations will be 
wieer and they will go down to history 
coupled with such rallying cries as 
"A la Baslile," " Liberte, Frater- 
nito, Egalite," "On to Richmond," 
"England expects every man to 
do his duty," " Raymond of Tripoli 
and the Holy Sepulchre," " St. George," 
and bo on. Coming generations will 
lie awake xn'ghts wondering what High 
Heaven was about in omitting to smaBh 
the Turner-Dunsmuir-Rithet combin- 
ation into smithereens. Macaulay'aNew 
Zealand on his way home in his air- 
ship will pause long enough over Van- 
couver Island to worider why a people 
were so sunk in slavery as not only to 
groan under the iron heel of a Mongolian 
government, but oven to appear to like 
the operation. 

These tilings must be left for history 
to deal with. Tho people of British Col- 
umbia are so sunken in degeneracy aB to 
refuse to be roused by the cries afore- 
said. They aro so foolish aa to suppose 
that when tho laws are administered 
without favor, the public funds expend- 
ed without scandal, the necessities of 
the public service discharged without de- 
lay, the burden of taxation equitably 
distributed, and the credit of the prov- 
ince maintained, thingB must he going 
along, if not absolutely right, at least 
very nearly so, It is too bad to see a 
people so utterly unconscious of their 
lost estate; but so it is, and being so, 
we shall all have to try and make the 
best of it. In the meantime it is pleas- 
ant to know that the Inland Sentinel has 
undertaken to reform the opposition 
platform. There is a task which com- 
mands our admiration. There is noth- 
ing that needs reforming quite so badly ; 
but we fear that our esteemed contem- 
porary will find the platform very much 
like the procrastinating fellow, who 
Cowper says 
" Reform and re-reforms; then dies the 
same." 



ABOUT A MAP. 



THE OPPOSITION 

AND ITS PLATFORM. 

We gather from the observations of 
the Inland Sentinel that while it 
does not like the opposition plat- 
form, it proposes to accept it and 
reform it afterwards. This in much like 
the old and much-to-be-deprecated prin- 
ciple upon which some girls marry some 
men, The Sentinel will find the reform- 
ing of an opposition platform a more 
difficult problem than it imagines, but 
as there will bo plenty of time before 
this platform can ever become changed 
into the policy of a government, no 
doubt our contemporary can work out 
its proposed reformation at its leisure. 
On one point it may make up its mind; 
namely, that British Columbia will 
never entrust the administration of 
afl'airs into the hands of men who have 
evolved so little with so much labor. If 
there ever was a caee to which we might 
apply the Latin line, 

" Parturiunt montea et rediculus mus 
nascitur," 

it is the evolution of this platform ; but 
there iB thiB eaving clause in the whole 
business, namely, that the mountain 
is not much of an affair at any rate. 

Our very amiable friends of the oppo- 
sition, aa represented by the Mainland 
press, have been hammering away at 
the government for several months, but 
they have made very little impression 
up' m any one's mind, except their own. 



A map has been issued by the Pro 
vince Publishing Co. showing the Yukon. 
It is a large map, and, if it were accur 
ate, would be valuable to hang on a wall, 
for it is clearly printed. But it is ex- 
tremely incorrect in two vital particulars, 
and this being the case it ought to be at 
once withdrawn from sale. 

There are only two really important 
matters to he considered in making a 
map of the Yukon' country at present. 
One is the location of the international 
boundary, the other is the indication of 
the routes in respect to the watercourses. 
On both these points the map referred to 
is wrong to such a degree that it ia not 
only misleading, but ia likely to do great 
harm. 

First aa to the routes: The compiler, 
stated to be the Province Publishing 
Co., tor some reason which we shall not 
try to guess, has selected a route for the 
Dalton trail difl'erent from what is shown 
on any other map in existence, but as 
the exact locatiou of this trail has not 
been charted this vagary might be over- 
looked. More misleading is the fact that 
two trails aro shown for a great part of 
the distance between Telegraph Creek 
and Teal in Lake, when as a matter of 
fact there ia only one. Still more so ia 
the fact that four trails are shown from 
Taku Inlet to Teslin Lake, when it is 
doubtful whether more than one exists, 

I and the value of thia is uncertain. The 
White PaBs ia shown as terminat- 

| ing on Lake Bennett, when it 
terminates in point of fact at 
Tagish Lake. Tagiah Lake is located 
entirely iii the wrong place, which is a 
matter of very grave importance, seeing 
that the custoniB house has been estab- 
lished on it. According to this map a 
man going in by the Chilcoot Pass would 
reach Lake Bennett and thence go into 
Lake Tagish by a river five miles long, and 
going by tho White Pass he would also 
reach Lake Bennett at a southern pro- 
longation of that body of water known 
as Taku Arm, and to reach Tagish Lake 
would go down this arm of Bennett Lake 
and on through the same five miles of 
river as on tho Chilcoot route. The 
gravity of this Bort of an error is increased 
by the fact that the White Pass termi- 
nates at Windy Arm on Tagish Lake, 
with an alternate route to Taku Arm of 
the same lake, and is so described on all 
the authorized statements in rctrard to 
it. The man who takea up thia map as 
a guide will find that Windy Arm, on 
Tagish Lake, is separated from the end 
of the White Pass by a long reach of water 
and some eight or ten miles of land. 
Ho would find himaolf in " confudion 
worse confounded " if he endeavored to 
steer his course by this map. The error 
arises from the fact that the compiler 
imagined that Lake Bennett is a much 
longer sheet of water than it is, and has 
Taku Arm for its southern prolongation. 
In point of fact Lake Bennett terminates 
at the narrow channel known as Cariboo 
Crossing, and there Lake Tagiah begins, 
extending southward in what is called 
Taku Arm and westward in what is called 
Windy Arm. That ia to say, what ia 
Taku Arm on this map ia really Tagiah 
Lake. From Tagiah Lake tho Lewis 
river passes on to Lake Marsh. Having 
made the error referred to, the com- 



piler ol tho map had to find a place 
for Tagish lake which he supposed must 
be aomewhere, and he Btuck it in be- 
yond Lake Bennett and just above Lake 
Marsh, where there ia no large lake at 
all. To make the nature of the error 
more apparent we may mention that by 
this map it is 06 miles from Skagway 
Bay to Windy Arm in a straight line, 
and the line crosses Lake Bennett. As 
a matter of fact the distance by the 
trail, which iB not a straight line, is only 
30 mileB, and it does not cross Lake 
Bennett nor go any way very near it. 
Ingenuity could scarcely devise a greater 
series of "blunders than are made in re- 
gard to this route. 

t\.B for the boundary, we are utterly at 
a loss to conceive how any British Col- 
umbia publishing house could have 
issued such a map. It professes to lay 
down the limits of xVlaska as claimed by 
the United StateB. Under the treaty 
the utmost that country has ever ven- 
tured to claim is only 30 miles from the 
coast. This astounding map represents 
the Americans as making claim to a strip 
from 75 to 100 miles wide. It puts the 
line according to tho American conten- 
tion just a little way below Glenora, on 
the Stickeen, that is, as embracing over 
140 miles of the valley of that river, 
when the wildest claim of the cra/.iest 
American jingo never asserted any right 
to more than 30 miles of the Stickeen 
valley. It carries tho boundary fnr be- 
yond tho aummits of White, Chilcoot 
and Chilcat passes. It goes far towards 
endorsing the impudent claim put 
forward in Seattle that the 
United States controls all the avenues 
into the Yukon, and that "Canadians can- 
not set foot on their own gold fieldB with- 
out crossing United States territory." 

In view of these monstrous errors we 
are not inclined to dwell upon such 
minor ones as the impossible location of 
an alleged railway from Glenora to Tes- 
lin Lake. There is no Btich railway as 
every one here knows; but a stranger 
going by the map would suppose that 
there was, seeing that the line ia dis- 
tinctly laid down and near by tho route 
of the " proposed " CasBiar Central rail- 
way is indicated. 

In the corner of the large sheet 'ib a 
small index map that was copied from 
the map accompanying " The Yukon 
Gold Fields" pamphlet. This would 
have been correct if the compiler had let 
it alone, but he must needa change it 
by putting the boundary line on it in 
the wrong place, and by indicating a 
route for the steamships to St. Michael's 
that they never think of taking. 

There is a statement on the map, 
which, in view of what is above set out, 
will occasion no surprise. Purchasers 
are informed in bold type that " This 
map is not bonused by the board of 
trade or the government of British Col- 
umbia." The inference is that some 
map has been bonused by these bodies. 
We have not heard of any. The state- 
ment seems explainable only on the sup- 
position that the map was submitted to 
those bodies and that they forbado its 
publication unless coupled with a state- 
ment that they were in no way respon- 
sible for it. If this was not the reason, 
then the lucky star of those bodies must 
have been in the ascendant when the 
publishers of this map placed that line 
upon it, for they are thereby relieved 
from tho onus of representing the Uni- 
ted States as claiming territory far be- 
yond the watershed separating the 
streams flowing westward and south- 
ward from those flowing eastward and 
northward, and of misleading the public 
as to the routes by which the Yukon may 
be reached. 

Col. James Hamilton- Lewis, of Se- 
attle, iB prime with a choice and original 
selection of misinformation in regard to 
Canadian duties. lie understands a 
Bpecial duty of fifteen cents a pound is 
being collected on all goods going into 
the Yukon. The treasury officials de- 
cline to believe the irrediacent Colonel, 
which is not unreasonable, seeing that 
no such duties are collected, and if they 
were it ia too Boon by several days to 
hear that any duties at ali have been 
collected at Lake Tagish.

There is not much excitement in Ross- 
land about the Klondyke, the people 
here realize that it is best to leave well 
enough alone. — Rossland Record. 

A SPECIAL SESSION. 

There iB aomo talk of a special session 
of the local legislature being called for 
the consideration of tho important ques- 
tion of providing a suitable route to the 
Klondyke gold fields through Britiah 
Columbia territory. Should thegoveru- 
ment decide to take btich a step we 
would willingly commend such action, 
as we feel no stone should be left un- 
turned to insure to the province all the 
benefit possible to bo derived from the 
development of its natural resources. 
As an extra inducement to such a course 
of action, wo would remind the govern- 
ment that the people of this section aro 
looking to them to solve the question of 
providing proper transportation facili- 
ties, and as the matter of lurnishing 
Boundary Creek district with a railway 
is not by any means second to that of 
opening up a route to the newly dis- 
covered gold fields, the two propositions 
combined would fully warrant the call- 
ing of a Bpecial session of the legislature.

A second party of Northwest Mount- 
ed Police leaves this city for the Upper 
Yukon on Saturday next. 

The continued absence of material 
witnesses necessitated a second adjourn- 
ment yesterday of the inquiry into the 
oflicial conduct of Captain Collister, gov- 
ernment inspector of hulls, with respect 
to the alleged securing the discharge of 
certain ship carpenters. Marine men do 
not anticipate any startling disclosures 
as the outcome of the investigation. 

The congregation of the First Presby- 
terian church on Sunday evening last 
had the pleasure of listening to an elo- 
quent addresB .by Rev. Dr. Forbes, of 
Portland, for fourteen years the pastor 
of one of the largest churches of that 
city, and recently chosen as synodical 
missionary of the Presbyterian church. 
He is spending a Bummer holiday in 
Victoria. 

The death is announced at his home 
in Prescott, Arizona, of Lloyd Fisher, 
for some time mayor of that city, and a 
brother of I. B. FiBher, of New West- 
minster, and Mrs. C. E. Pooley, of this 
city. The late Mr. Fisher was a native 
of Esquimalt, but had resided for more 
than twenty years past in Prescott, 
which city honored him aB one of its 
ablest and most representative citizens. 

While there are always many fault- 
finders where the actions or negligence 
of the city authorities are concerned, few 
stop to give credit when credit is really 
due. Those who drive or ride between 
the city centre and the outer wharf will 
agree that the present condition of that 
main thoroughfare furnishes a case in 
point. When this road wbb in bad con- 
dition grumbling and growling was the 
order of the day. Now it is one of the 
beat Btretches of street in the entire pro- 
vince, and certainly reflects high credit 
upon Inspector Wilson as a street 
maker. 

Rumor has it that H.M.S. Algiers, the 
flagship of the Admiral Superintendent 
of the Chatham dockyard, is coming to 
this Coast to make a survey for the Paci- 
fic cable between here and Honolulu. In 
the same connection it is announced a 
aurvey of Clayoquot Sound is shortly to 
be made by the Admiralty for service in 
determining the beat landing place for 
the cable. These reports, though not 
from an official quarter, aeem probable 
in view of the fact, according to Hono- 
lulu information, that the survey of the 
southern half of the proposed cable route 
from Honolulu to Sydney has recently 
been completed by H.M.S. Penguin. 

Later assaya of the ore from the 
Violet mine, on Leach river, have juat 
been made by Mr. W. J. R. Cowell, and 
give as high as $17<i to the ton, the 
assayer pronouncing some of the speci- 
mens handed him by Mr, Bentley, the 
owner of the property, the best samples 
of Vancouver Island ore he has yet come 
across. Free gold, visible to the naked 
eye, is present in all of these recent 
samples; while John Berryinan, R. 
Carter, T. W. Carter, A. C. Howe and 
A. R. Shirk also visited the Violet this 
week, and each brought home samples 
in which free gold was plainly visible 
without the aid of the glasa. From these 
recent developments on their claim, it is 
believed that Mr. Bentley and his asso- 
ciates have a decidedly good thing in 
their little Island mine.

Tin: crosa appeal in Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard Railway Company v. Parker is 
listed for hearing by tlia Full court to- 
morrow. 

The nude and terribly disfigured body 
of a man was seen floating in the water 
from the Esquimalt lighthouse on Sun 
day afternoon last, though its recovery 
was owing to the rough water at that time 
impossible. According to the reports of 
the discovers of the ghastly object it had 
been in the water a very long time, as the 
head, arms and legs were gone. In this 
condition identification would be a mat' 
ter of impossibility, although the body 
ia in all probability that of some one of 
the three victims of drowning accidents 
of a year or more ago that have never 
been recovered. 

A little technicality upon which 
prisoner James Bain might possibly 
have secured his liberty prematurely 
was satisfactorily disposed of in the Full 
court yesterday, the crown officers mov- 
ing for the amendment of the order of 
committal by the substitution of the 
word "penitentiary" for "common 
jail." Bain was some time ago sen- 
tenced by Magistrate Rusael to two 
years' imprisonment " in the common 
jail." As the criminal code provides 
that all sentenceB of two years or m ire 
must be served in the penitentiary^ the 
amendment was necessary. 

Perhaps it ia the warm weather which 
doea not incline anyone to violent exer- 
tion — perhapa they are not over-desiroua 
to presB the matter. In any event yes- 
terday's meeting of the Ministerial As- 
sociation to devise measures for the pre- 
vention of future concerts in the park on 
Sunday afternoons, brought out bo small 
a representation of the city clergy that 
decisive action waa not to be thought of. 
The meeting was accordingly adjourned 
until next week, a special committee 
consisting of Rev. Dr. Campbell, J. C. 
Speer and J. P. Hicks being requested 
to obtain in the interim all necessary in- 
formation for the determination by the 
Association of the wisdom or otherwise 
of applying to the courts for the propos- 
ed injunction to restrain. 

Some two acres or more of the south- 
erly part of Rosb Bay cemetery were 
burned over on Sunday afternoon last, 
the fences being at the same time 
threatened with destruction, through the 
peculiar burial rites of the Chinese hav- 
ing been practised without due regard 
for the wind and the dry grasses in the 
neighborhood. There had been a Chi- 
nese interment in the morning, and the 
fatted porker with the wines of the 
Flowery Kingdom had been left for the 
consolation of the departed, while to 
more perfectly secure his repose a pyre 
was made of paper, apparently his old 
accounts that had been accumulating 
for years. It took two tanks of chem- 
icals to make an end of the fire result- 
ing, and even then several of the graves 
had been robbed of their floral treasures 
by the blaze. 

Although August is yet but a week 
old, the firemen have already answered 
a greater number of alarms than July 
from first to last produced. The grasa 
fire as a rule has been the cause of the 
increased activity, every quarter of the 
city suffering from this nuisance of the 
dry weather. Yesterday afternoon it 
was the beach in the vicinity of the Dal- 
las hotel thas was in danger, a box alarm 
taking the firemen thither in hot haste. 
So anxious were three members of the 
call force to reacli the scene of danger 
that they engaged an express. It was an 
example of the old proverb " more haste 
less speed," for the wagon broke an axle 
on the Jamea Bay bridge and the fire- 
men were precipitated into the road, one 
of thorn, George Ledingham, receiving 
several bad cuts and bruises. 



Woods, the Nelson murderer, sen- 
tenced to death for the killing of lib 
namesake, a hard-working blacksmith 
who had interrupted him while he was 
engaged in a robbery, will not die on 
the gallows to-morrow, although Wed- 
nesday, the 11th of August, was the date 
set for the execution. Ever since the 
conviction of the condemned man his 
counsel have been laboring indefatigably 
in his behalf, and yesterday the officers 
of the law received the notification that 
a reprieve had been granted by Mr. 
Justice Walkem until the 25th in- 
stant, to permit a careful examination 
of all evidence in the remarkable case. 
One point that has been raised by 
Woods' legal advisers is said to be that 
the deposition of the dead man does not 
state that at the time he made it he was 
in fear of death, and that it therefore 
cannot be accepted as satisfactory testi- 
mony. And without this depoaition the 
case against the convicted man is a weak 
one — for it virtually hinges on this de- 
position. It is expected that the matter 
will be argued in all its details before 
the full court here on Friday of thiB 
week. In the meantime the Attorney 
General has consented to the necesBary 
time being allowed for the presentation 
of the evidence and argument on which 
Woods' counsel base their application 
for a re-trial of the eaBO. The authori- 
ties at Ottawa have repeatedly declined 
to inleifere, or lo permit a re-trial with- 
out the acquiescence of the Attorney- 
General's di-partment, as no reasonable 
ground showed itself to them to indicate 
a miscarriage of justice.

It Will Not Be Until To-morrow as 
Preparations Are Not Quite 
Complete. 



Eastern Men Insulted in Seattle For 
Proposing to Outfit in 
Victoria. 



To-morrow's Bailing of the steaniBhip 
Bristol for Skaguay Bay Bhould, if the 
size of the vessel and the extent of the 
preparations made on her suggest any 
thing, be the most important departure 
from any port on the Pacific Ooaat Bince 
the present rush commenced. The 
Bristol is huge compared with any of the 
raft leaving here or the Sound for the 
far Northern gateway to the Yukon 
She is now at the old outer dock, and 
thither hundreds have been going to in- 
spect her. A peep into her forward hold, 
down into a great well where 
freight is to be lowered to-day 
as rapidly as it can be handled, 
or at the bunks running three tiers high 
all around the compartment on the sec- 
ond deck, gives a fair idea of what the 
ship is to carry. The bunks stand out 
well from the walls of the vessel, giving 
plenty of breathing space. On the upper 
deck stalls for horses and other pack an- 
imals are placed aa closely together as 
possible. The number of horses to be 
carried will be limited only by the ac- 
commodation, which will provide for at 
least two hundred. There will bo up- 
wards of a thousand tons of other freight. 

Messrs. F. C. Davidge A Co., the 
agents of the ship, expect 150 passengers, 
90 horseB, and a big lot of mining effects 
to arrive from Seattle on the City of 
Kingston this morning. 

Some passengers arrived on Sunday, 
and among them were two Easterners, 
who speak' in words of strong condemna- 
tion of their treatment in Seattle. " All 
went well," they said, " until our inten- 
tion of coming to Victoria to outfit got 
noised about, and we were then hissed 
andalmoBt mobbed as we went aboard 
the Kingston." This almost incredible 
statement Mr. Davidge in part con- 
firms from the opposition, he says, his 
agents in Seattle have had to contend 
with. 

The Bristol waB advertised to sail to- 
day, but this could not be brought about, 
as the preparations on the ship could not 
be completed in time. 



HOW POLK ARE POOLED. 

Seattle Agents Working for Their Own 
Town Agninst the Confiding 
Gold Seekers. 

Messrs. Simpson and Perkins are a 
arty who arrived from the East Satur- 
lay, and are making preparation to leave 
for the Klondyke on the Bristol. "-Vic- 
torians need to keep their eyea wide 
open and push for trade," said Mr. 
Simpson, yesterday, " for the people of 
Seattle are using all manner of tricks to 
keep the outfitting trade for the Yukon. 
When I arrived in Seattle I called on the 
agents of the steamer Bristol to buy 
tickets for myself ami partner. The man 
who sold us the ticketB advised us 
strongly to buy our outfit in Seattle, as 
ho said we would find everything so 
much cheaper. I did not say anything 
at the time, but thought that this waa 
hardly correct. However, alter talking 
to my partner, wo both went 
back to see if we could got 
more particulars. The agent still 
advised us to buy in Seattle, but I told 
him that 1 had lived in Victoria some 
yeara ago and knew a thing or two of 
the business, particularly that we would 
have to pay duty on what we brought 
from Seattle. lie then admitted that 
no doubt this was true and aaid that we 
ould understand that every man work- 
ed for hia own town. The fact ia if I 
had not had some previous experience' 
on the Coast I would have taken the ad- 
vice and bought all our outfits in Seattle.

Discussion On Tlie Wash House 
And The Streets Loan 
By-Laws. 



The first item of business which the 
aldermen took up last evening at their 
regular meeting was a letter from the 
Governor-General's secretary, as fol- 
lows : 

Ottawa, Aug. 2, '97. 

Sir,— I am desired by His Excellency 
the Governor-General to inform you that 
he has received instructions to convey to 
the citizens of Victoria the Queen's gra- 
tification of t he loyalty felt towards Her 
in the city which bears Her name, and 
Her cordial thanks for the kind congratu- 
lations contained in their address to Her 
Majesty on the occasion of Her Diamond 
Jubilae. 

I have the honor to be, etc., 
C. J. Junes, 
For Governor-General's Secretary 

liis Worship said that it was quite 
evident that the address had been read 
by someone in authority, as some of the 
words in the acknowledgment were the 
same as thoEe used in the address. 

J. W.Carey, in connection with the 
buildings on lot 42 Cormorant street, 
asked, as owner, the reconsideration of 
the decision to tear down these build 
ings. 

The council would neither "receive 
and file " this communication, nor " re 
ceive and lay it on the table " — a motion 
and an amendment being both nega 
tived, and the board passing on to the 
next business, which was fourcommuni 
cations addressed to the streets commit 
tee, but which, on resolution, it was de 
cided to read in open council. 

Erskine, Wall & Co. called attention 
to the delapidated state of the sidewalk 
on Tort Btrect next to their premises, 
and asked that the same should be put 
in repair. Referred to street committee. 

Geo. E. Smith, with reference to 
grading Garbally road— street com 
niittee. 

A. Malpass again asked attention to 
an accident which had befallen his wife 
through a defective sidewalk, and stated 
that he would claim damages. Referred 
to City Engineer. 

The Chief of Police wrote asking that 
the usual tenders be invited for the sup- 
ply of the winter clothing for the force 
under his command. Tenders will be 
called for as usual. 

W. W. Northcott wrote that John 
Uoughliu had finished certain work un 
der liis contract and was entitled to .$3oS, 
Received and filed. 

A petition was read from Geo. Myer 
and other property owners on David 
Btreet calling attention to water on that 
street and asking that the matter be at' 
teuded to. Referred to streets committee 
for report. 

Aid. Vigelius stated that Mrs. Baum 
g»rteii had offered to pay $20 towards 
Hie expense if the city council would 
carry the sewer past her property so 
that she could make proper sewer con 
nection. 

Aid. Harrison objected to helping any 
OTe to make sewerage connections. Over 
400 had been miide and this had never 
been done yet. Better allow six 
months' time, as he did not want to be 
hard on anybody. 

Aid. Partridge stated that the inspect 
or had informed him that the mayor had 
ordered him not to carry out certain mat 
tors in connection with the sewer con 
nections. The Revere house had never 
been connected with the sewer, and 
many others as well, the owners of which 
were well able to pay for the connections 
When he had been a member of the sew- 
erage committee they had always made 
concessions to people who were not in a 
position to pay for these connections, 
and he used to instruct Mr. Conlin, the 
then inspector, accordingly. But when 
properties were rented and a constant 
revenue was being derived, their officer 
was told to carry out the law, and he a 
ways did. The present inspector had 
told him that lie was prepared to carry 
out the law if the council would Stan ' 
by him, but, as he said, the mayorcould 
discharge him if he went contrary to the 
mayor's instructions. 

His Worship was sorry that aldermen 
would not make themselves more con 
versant with the tacts about tilings be 
fore they got up in the council and made 
bucIi wild and random statements. Aid. 
Partridge did not seem to know the dif- 
ference between making sewerage con 
nections and the connecting of closets 
with box-drains. The present case was 
one where closets were connected with a 
tiox drain. There were about 206 par- 
ties yet to be compelled to make connec' 
tion with the sewere, and many of these 
could not do so without mortgaging their 
property. His idea was to bring in a 
by-law to carry out these connections 
and charge the several amounts against 
the property' on the same plan as tiiat of 
the local improvement. Acting on this 
idea he had told the sanitary inspector 
not to force matters until the result of 
this by-law would be known. 

Aid. McCandless did not know that 
there was a single closet in the city con 
nected with box drains, if there were 
the sanitary inspector was at fault, as 
his duty was to put a stop to this nuis 
ance. 

Aid. Wilson said that to make Mrs. 
Iiaumgarten connect her property with 
the sewer would compel her to lay a 
private sewer on a public street. The 
plumbing inspector should not allow 
closets to be put into houses where it 
was not possible to make connections 
with the sewers; and this state of things 
was g )ing on to-day. 

Aid. Stewart thought that the plumb- 
ers who made their connections illegally 
should be prosecuted, as they were the 
people at fault. 

His Worship here stated that the Five 
Sisters block had not yet been connected 
with the sewer, and, in consequence, a 
nuisance had been reported to hirn 
arising out of this state of affairs. 

Aid. Harrison pointed out that there 
was a pipe on Quadra street, and it 
would only cost $95 to run tho connec- 
tion across the road from Mrs. Bautn- 
garton's property. 

Aid. Kinsman thought if the sewer 
was extended up Quadra Btreet, there 
were a number of houses which would 
be able to make connections, h 

The streets committee submitted a 



report in connection with the claim oi 
Tlios. Kipling, who met with an acci- 
dent at Rock Bay bridge, and recom- 
mended the payment of $35. Report 
adopted. 

The finance committee QBked for$S01,- 
37, for sundry accounts, "out of the 
revenue of the current year," which was 
adopted. 

Aid. Hall, during the tomporary ab- 
sence of Clerk Dowler, wished to know 
if the council had power to appropriate 
money for band coucertB at the park. 

His Worship in reply remarked that 
the money had been appropriated al- 
ready and the board could go on "the 
even tenor of their way." 

Aid. Harrison also during the lull in 
business called up the matter of the 
Princes and Michigan streets drain, say- 
ing that the money had been put aside 
and the work should be done before the 
wet weather came. 

His Worsiiip stated that it had been 
decided to go on with this work im- 
mediately. 

Aid. McCandless'B motion re Darcey 
island lazaretto was then taken up, the 
unusual length of which caused His 
Worship to jocosely remark that it 
looked as though some aldermen were 
vieing with each other as to who could 
produce the longest resolution. 

Aid. Kinsman wanted to know how it 
was that nothing had been heard from 
the last Dominion, government in thia 
matter. 

Aid. McCandless said that he under- 
stood that it was the fault of the Liberals 
who would not allow the former govern- 
ment to pass the estimates a year ago, 
when the allowance for two years was 
included in those estimates. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The council then went into committee 
on the wash-house by-law. After half 
an hour's work on the by-law tho com- 
mittee arose and reported progress. 

STREKTS LOAN BY-LAW. 

Before going into committee on this 
by-law, Aid. Partridgo thought that it 
would be a waBte of money to put this 
by-law before the voters, as it was 
bound to be snowed under. It was 
wrong to borrow money to macadamize 
roads. He moved the six months' hoist. 

His Worship said that there were a 
number of outside streets such as Hum- 
boldt; Fort street, above Douglas; Yates, 
above Douglas ; and Government, 'from 
Johnson street to the fountain, which 
would not, in our time, be paved and 
about half the money was to be Bpent in 
these streets which were to be maca- 
damized. Of the remainder $5,000 only 
was to macadamized streetB likely to be 
paved within the next live years, and it 
is proposed to put down concrete drains, 
which would be permanent work. The 
permanent sidewalks— pavement of some 
kind— would take $25,000, and this, 
together with the permanent work on 
tho roads, would give Victoria a much 
more presentable appearance that she 
had now. 

Aid. Harrison was opposed to the 
by-law as all the improvements were 
for the buBineES portion of the city. 

His Worship pointed out that this was 
not correct, and besides aldermen should 
remember that pavements required re- 
newing every seven or eight years. 

Aid. Vigelius opposed the by-law, and 
did not think it was advisable to submit 
the by-law to the voters. 

Aid. Stewart said that the streets 
could not be improved out of current 
revenue, and something had to be done 
to improve them. 

A vote was then taken on the motion 
to read the by-law a second time, Aid. 
Partridge's motion for a six mouths' 
hoist having been offered at the wrong 
time, but on counting noses the nays 
had it, and the second reading had to go 
over until next meeting as the council 
then adjourned.

STUDIED IN PARIS. 



Tlirro are several places in Paris 
Which advertise that the persons who 
go there will bo surrounded with all the 
salutary restraints and influences of 
homo lifo and that thero wiil bo whole- 
Komo discipline to safeguard tho young 
■women from all tho allurements and 
entanglements of tho French capital. 
Ono of theso homes was selected by 
Mrs. Jones for her daughter, partly be- 
cause of the prospectus and partly be- 
causo Mrs. Jones' friend, Mrs. Smith, 
had sent her daughter to tho homo and 
was loud iu her praises of tho advan- 
tages Miss Smith had derived. 

So Miss Jones went to this homo on 
tho Rue tie la Pompo and prepared for 
a long courso of study which was to fit 
her for a career ou tho grand opera 
stage. The work went on satisfactorily 
at tlie start. But Miss Jones is an 
American girl, with all the vivacity and 
attractiveness which aro popularly sup- 
posed to bo attributes of theso girls. 
Tho life in tho homo had not been par- 
ticularly pleasing to her in prospect, 
but she soon found that tho reality was 
a great deal different from what had 
been advertised. She discovered first 
that apparently tho greatest delicacy 
tho French managers of tho institution 
thought of was mutton — principally 
aged mutton. Tho result of this was 
that tho girls wero in tho habit of go- 
ing short of meals at tho homo and 
finding better ones for themselves in 
nearby restaurants. Tho knowledge that 
they could go out to these restaurants 
for their meals without restraint and 
without comment from tho managers of 
tho home led very quickly to a scries 
of practical deceptions.

Everybody who is studying any art 
iii Paris quickly becomes acquainted 
with a lot of other peoplo who aro 
studying the same art or another. Ev- 
ery singing master gives his niusicales, 
every master of thawing, painting and 
sculpture gives his littlo receptions. 
The pupils meet, and it is impossible to 
prevent the young American women 
from meeting and becoming more or 
less well acquainted with various young 
and attractive men of artistic tempera- 
ment who are also studying under Paris 
masters. That thing happened very 
quickly in tho case of Miss Jones. Sho 
found that her friend, Miss Smith, had 
already formed some pleasing acquaint- 
ances, and, as Miss Smith's intimate 
chum, she almost immediately met tho 
young man whoso acquaintance finally 
sent her back to New York. 

Miss Jones was particularly attract- 
ive. There was ono young man among 
those to whom Miss Smith introduced 
her who, Miss Jones noticed, was par- 
ticularly attractive to Miss Smith.

So they cabled 
again n peremptory demand for symp- 
toms and meanwhile pushed prepara- 
tions for Mrs. Jones' departure. Just 
as Mrs. Joues was leaving her house 
tho nest morning to go to tho .steamer 
the reply to her second cable was hand- 
ed to her. It said: 

Advanced stage tuberculosis. Both lnngs 
hopelessly affected. Condition serious. Como 
ut onco. Bamc. 

On reading this message Mrs. Jones 
nearly collapsed. Tho doctor ejaculated 
a largo, vehement exclamation and de- 
clared that tho Paris doctor who had 
mado the diagnosis was an eternal aud 
everlasting and utterly blanked blank- 
ed idiot.

Pennsylvania Surnames. 
Tho Uuited States offers peculiar in- 
terest in this field, owing to the 
changes undergone by foreign uarnes in 
their new environment. Of courso Now 
England names, being merely the trans- 
planting of English originals, offer on- 
ly tho interest of ordinary orthograph- 
ical and orthoepical variations, but 
even here thero aro many phenomena 
which would well repay investigation. 
The richest field, however, of this sort 
is offered by Dutch and German sur- 
names, the former beiug found maiuly 
in New York and tho latter in Penn- 
sylvania. It is with tho latter that this 
paper has to do. 

During tho eighteenth century be- 
tween 6U,000 and 100,000 Germans and 
Swiss settled in tho southern counties 
of Pennsylvania. Their descendants to- 
day number hundreds of - thousands. 
What has been the fate of their names? 
We may assume, on a priori grounds, 
that scarcely 1 in 100 has remained un- 
changed. When, how, on what princi- 
ple, were theso changes made? Theso 
questions suggest exceedingly interest- 
ing problems to the investigator. 

At tho beginning of the last century 
the law itsolf of Pennsylvania inter- 
fered, and all Germans who received a 
grant of public lands wero required to 
anglicize their names. But of course 
tho most potent influence at work was 
the natural objection to the inconven- 
ience arising from having names which 
ethers could with difficulty spell or pro- 
lonnce. — Lippincott's Magazine. 



Professor Drummond's Last Dayc.

Mr. Tappan Adney, special corre- 
spondent and artist for Harpers' publi- 
cations and the London Graphic, is in 
the city, on his way to the Yukon.

The Quadra went out yesterday morn- 
ing to the quarries on Salt Spring island 
to bring in rubble etoue for the beacon 
on Brotchio ledge. This beacon will con- 
sist of an electric light and either a fog 
horn or bell, operated by electricity from 
the shore. It will stand on a round 
column of rubble, sand and cement. Ab 
a foundation a diver will lay bags filled 
with stone, sand and cement, that will 
harden under the action of the water 
into a solid mass. Upon this foundation 
an iron caisson, about fourteen feet in 
diameter, will be placed. This will 
Btand upon legs so that it can be adjust- 
ed to a perfect level. The first caisson 
will extend above low tide, and will be 
filled with the stone, sand and cement. 
Then another caisson will be put on so 
aB to bring the structure to the level of 
high tide. The column thuB formed will 
then be finished so aB to stand some ten 
or fifteen feet above hi^h tide. 

HACK FROM CANNERY DUTY. 

Tug Sadie, Captain Barry, returned as 
expected from the Skeena on Sunday 
morning. She has been employed as a 
cannery tender on that river, but as the 
fishing operations on the Skeena have 
now closed or nearly bo, her services 
North are no longer required. Captain 
Barry reportB that only the Inverness 
and Cunningham's canneries are now 
running. He places the total pack on 
the river, when all canneries are closed 
down, as not exceeding 71,000, made up 
in part about as follows : Northern 
Pacific Canning Co., 7,500; Inverness, 
9,000; Aberdeen, 8,000; Balmoral, 0,000; 
A. B. C, 7,500; Jvuna Packing Co., 
7,500 ; Carlisle Canning Co., 0,'JOO ; Clas- 
ton, 0,000; Standard, 0,000; Lowe Inlet, 
S,000. Captain Barry brings news of an 
accident to the steamer Muriel, which 
was tendering on the Lowe Inlet can- 
nery.

The broken machinery will 
be sent to Victoria on either the Danube 
or Louise.

ALBERNI ADVANCING. 

New Influx df Capital Commencing-Work 
on the Cataract to Be Restored. 

That a most substantial interest is be- 
ing awakened in Alberni and the We8t 
Coast mines is being more strongly evi- 
denced every few days, and Alberni ap- 
pears to be among the first of tho min- 
ing camps to wake up again after the 
gust of the past three months. A satis- 
factory sign of the times iB the incorpor- 
ation of several companies in London 
within the lust two months for the ac- 
quiring and working of Alberni proper- 
ties, the latest being the Alberni Gold 
Development Syndicate, Limited, which 
was registered in London last month by 
T. T. Hill, having a capital of £15,000, 
in X10 BhareB, and the purpose of 
which company is to acquire, de- 
velop and work mining properties 
in British Columbia or elsewhere, 

A still more important indication of 
renewed activity and development of our 
island mines, however, is the number of 
mining men representing outside capital 
who are visiting the district for the pur- 
pose of examining it regarding the pros- 
pects as a field for investment. There 
were in town to-day several mining ex- 
perts who have gone to Alberni to in- 
spect and examine the various proper- 
ties and prospects. 

Mr. J. Armstrong, of Liverpool, Fng., 
is among these, and represents an enor- 
mous amount of capital. He is touring 
the province in tho interest of his com 
pauy, and is on his way to inspect what 
there is at Alberni. 

Mr. F. Applewaite returned last night 
from the goid region of the west, having 
been starting development work on the 
Golden Fagle claim, one of tho first 
properties located in Alberni, for tbe 
ownerB of the claim, an English syndi- 
cate having heavy interests in the JCoo 
tenay. 

Messrs. Alex. Bonthrone and D. Gor- 
don Smith, representatives of the B.C 
TrtiBt Company, went in in connection 
with the company's properties in the 
district. 

Mr. J. M. Bainbridge, of Victoria 
went into Alberni to examine the 
Cataract hydraulic claim, with a view 
to commencing work on the property 

Mr. Bainbridge has just returned from 
a trip to Jingland, where he secured the 
necessary capital to continue operations 
He is now going ahead, but it is probable 
that the claim will be thoroughly pros- 
pected before work of any other kind is 
commenced, 

A syndicate of mining men fromacrosB 
tbe line are going in to examine some 
properties on Jvennedy lake and I3ear 
creek, and Clayoquot shortly, which 
were originally located by MeserB. Drink 
water and Peterson. This is claimed to 
be one of the most promising districts on 
the iBland.— Nanaimo Free Press. 



JAPANESE TRADE. 

An Old Time Tanner ol Victoria Gives His 
Ideas of Trade in Leather With 
The Oiient. 

Talking about the supplying of Japan 
with leather, Mr. E. C. Johnson, super- 
intendent of the Cily Market, who for 
many years operated the Rock Bay tan 
nery, stated tl at his then firm made 
shipments of leather to Japan, and in 
all eases tbe returns received were 
extremely satisfactory. 

" We got a better price from the Jap- 
anese than we ever got from anyone else 
between here and Quebec," said Mr 
Johnson, " and I am satisfied that f 
large trade could be done with tho Japs, 
and at a rate, tco, that would pay hand- 
somely. Our shipments were sent on 
the first four tripe made by the Ktnprees 
line, and if it were not that my health 
prevented me continuing in the tanning 
business I believe I could have worked 
up a very large trade. Of course, it was 
a strictly lirst-class article that had to be 
shipped, but one that the facilities at 
hand here would permit being made 
in almost any quantity. 

" Hides are cheaper to-day, right here 
in Victoria, than any other "place 1 know 
of on the continent of America. In fact, 
I am sure that there are at least $40,CC0 
worth of hides going to waste every year 
because it does not pay to ship them to 
Victoria at the prices now ruling. This 
remark I mean to apply to farmers and 
others in a small way of business, for 
tho wholesale butchers can afford to ship 
all the hides that come into their hands, 
and are independent of local buyers. 

'he agentB for foreign houses who "pur- 
chase most of tbe hides shipped from 
here will only take the very beat of what 
is offered and any of a second quality 
are refused at any price. Then, too, 
there doeB not seem to be any eompeti-

THE SLOCAN BRANCH. 

Eight Hundred Men at Work Rushing It to 
Completion. 

Engineer C. E. Perry, of tbe Canadian 
Pacific Railway, states that 800 men are 
now at work on both ends of the Slocan 
branch, and he hopes to see track laying 
commenced by August 20 at the Nelson 
end o£ the road. When it is commenced 
it will be carried on continuously, bal- 
lasted and completed at practically the 
same instant. Mr. Perry expects to 
see the road in operation by October 
15, and possibly by October 1. About 
five miles of road have already 
been graded— two and one-half 
miles on each end— and the work 
is fairly covered with men. The clear- 
ing of the right-of-way has been com- 
pleted, and nineteen miles of wagon 
road have already been finished, over 
which supplies are now being taken. 
The wagon road was built by and at the 
expense of the contractors. The freight 
shed and section houses are going up at 
Slocan City, and additional accommo- 
dations are being provided at Silverton, 
as the present quarters are inadequate 
for the business transacted. Mr. Perry 
stateB that the survey of the extension 
from Three ForkB to Little Creek is 
about completed, and grading is to com- 
mence shortly. — Inland Sentinel.
